Goodwin cited several studies of banking 
Inslllutlons made recently in r.ilLlwe^leni stales, 
Tlie studies Indicate a( least a third al the far- 
mers who borrow at ttiose lunks are In financial 
trouble and may not be able to secure financing 
next year. 

lie warned Jerome businessmen they miglit 

not be able lo collect all the outstanding debts 
Uicy have in Ihclr accounls^rccelvnlile twoks 
sliould a subslanlial number of local farmers be 
forced to lake cuirunl commodity prices for 
lliclr produce. 

OntTsurvcy of 40O mldmstcrn bankers In- 
dicated nboul one-third of Ihe farmers 
borrowing from those banks will Iw forced to 
refinance loans made tliis year and will have to 
^ iMrrowonassctstodoil, 

"There Ua& been no profit in agriculture since 
1950 except' for 1973 and 1974," Goodwin told 
businessmen :at Uic luncheon meeting. "Ttiat 
means the money going Ihrougli your businesses 
has been borrowed money." 

Ho said farmers tiave recently liccn forced la 
borrow on inflated land values In order to keep 
going from year to year and now those higli land 
priccsarcbcBlnningtofali. ■ 

"There arc more sellers now than there are 
buyers," Goodwin explained. "TJial means land 
prices will go down, 

"if 30 per cent o[ America's farmers ore 
forced out of business, what will that do lo prices 
of farm e<iuipmciil at farm sales and land 
prices?" Goodwin queried his audience. 

lie said bankers could secure tlieir loans, but 
merclianls may not gel tlie money they think 
_tlicy have coming trotnfarmcrs.wlio do business 
at liieir stores. 

"It's impossible lo pay off debts wllh 
borrowed money." he added. "Ttierc must be a 
profit in agriculture so fanners' det)ls can lie 
repaid." 

Goodwin told the bulsncssmcn Ihe NFO Is 
u-orking toward a solution to low farm com- 
modity prices and to lielplng farmers gel parity 
for their efforts on Ihc farm.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Prcsldenl Carter 
today signed into law higJier support prices for 
Ihc nation's grain farmers and changes In the 
roultlbllUon dollar food slomp program for tlie 
poor. 

Ttie S11.5 million compromise measure In- 
cluded crop supports higfier llian the Wlilte 
House wanlcd, but it also Implemented Carter 
administration reforms In the S5.6 billion fo6d 
stamp program. 

Tlic food stamp changes will cnable"ah ad-' 
ditlonal 3 million persons to enter the prti^*^' 
by dropping the requirement that participants 
flrsl buy stamps for cash. Tighter ell^blllty 
requirements are cxpccled lo weed out 1,5 
million ol the current 10.2 million pnrticipantE, 

Target prices for ihc 1977 wheal crop Jump to 
$2.90 a bushel wliiicUie loan rate goes lo J2.25 a 
bushel. This is expected lo trigger a reconl $1.2 
billion in support payments for this year's wheat 
crop. 

Tlie com target price and loan rale will be $2 a 
bushel for this year's crop, with more modest 
IncrcpEcs In price and income support rates for 
ott>cr Iced grains, rice and cotton. 

The target price Ibr farmers' crops Is ac- 



tivated only If the market price for a commodity 
slips bclou- the ^KCltlcd level. Then the 
government would makeup Uic difference to the 
farmer. 

Tlte farm programs^in Ihe legislation are 
c;tpcctcd lo cost no mo're than M.4 billion a year 
In government costs througti I98h Actual 
spending could be higher, however, depending 
on the wcallicr in Ihe United Slates and other 
major crtjp exporting nations. 

Carter Initially had Ltircatencd lo veto the 
leelslallon as too costly, 

Tlie legislation, liammcred out in a House- 
Senalc ccnfercnco commlllee, cleared Ihc 
Scr.alcby a G3-a vote Sept. 9. and llio House by a 
:33'107volcScpl. IG, 

The changes In tlic food stamp program are 
the flrsl major modlficatkins since Uic program 
was spawned fn 19M at the hclglit of Lyndon 
Jolinson's Vreat Society. 

Other provisions coll (or exponded research 
programs In solar cncrgi' and human nutrition 
and Uie "food for peace" foreign aid program, 
Tlic food stamp section of Ihc bill extends the 
program for four years. 



Officials pay plant visit

TWIN FALI^ - ThouRti the cily 
manaficr liad demanded state officials ^ct 
permission from him lo visit the city's 
sewage plant, a stale envlroiuncnlallsl 
and slate assistant attamcy general 
visited llic plant Monday without per- 
mission. 

Robert A. Wallace, assistant dttomey 
general, confirmed today he visited the 
plant Monday with Alex Sdiacfor, stale 
environmentalist, who went there lo take 
samples of plant waste and looked al plant 
records. 

State officials said earlier Ihcy need to 
%islt the plant on a regular basis without 
"unwarranted Inlerlereiicc" from city 
officials. 

However, enrtler Ihls month, Schaefer 
was denied access lo piani tmlldlngs and 
records because he did not gel permission 
forhls visit from cllyofflciuls. 

City Manager Jean Mllar satd earlier he 
was not allowing stale officials to visit tlie 
plant without Ills permission to stop the 
flow of unauthorized Information from Ihe 



plant. Slate officials warned tliey were 
considering legal action. 

After Monday's visit, Wallace and 
Schaefer returned lo Cily Hall lo visit 
Mllar. Wallace said. 

During ttie l';-hour discussion Monday, 
Iwlh sides discussed their differences on 
whal l>pe of permission was necessary for 
stale officials to visit Ihe plant. Wallace 
said. 

Mllar said this morning he planned no 
reprisals agnlnsl the stale. 

Wallace said stale officials "at tlie 
moment" were no,longcr considering legal 
action against the city on the cunlroversy 
overplanl access. 

However, Orlando Dalke. stale heallti 
and welfare department official, said ihls" 
morning no dt'clslon had been made on a 
health department in-hotise recom- 
mendation which called for the city to be 
allowed two months to correct problems or 
face administrative penalties.

Market experts, liowx>vcr> view the 
current rising market with guarded op- 
timism.

Gales extended 100 miles to 
the east and M miles to tlie 
wvst of the hurricane's center.

Dorothy sprang up Tuesday 
In the general area wlierc 
Hurricane aara came to life 
Sept. fl. flara looped aroiuid 
Bermuda, stalled, then lost 
strength In Ihe chilly North 
Atlantic waters. It merged 
with a lou--pressure system 
near Newfoundland and 
dlssipatedScpt.il. 

Tlic first two hurricanes of 
the Atlantic season, Anita and 
El:il>c. formed in Ihe 
walersof the Gultol Mexico. 

Anita reached lop winds of 
186 m.p.h. and threatened 
Texas for a couple of days 
before moving south and 
slamming Into an isolated area 
of the northeast Mexican 
coast. 11 flattened a small 
fishing village and broke up 
when It collided with a 
mountain range. 

Babe . cut across the 
Louisiana coast Sept. 5, raising 
tides and cutting com- 
munications to coastal com- 
munities.

AnoUier beR.in an 
ascent of n 1.500 loot higli rwk cliff that 
dominated the valley. ■ 

Director Mike Hoover led the first band. 
Hoover, retained by Ific producers of "Sled- 
man" toslioot tlie more dnaecrousofxl difficult 
climbing scenes for tlic movie, makes his living 
In a vcrtlcdl world inliabltcd by only the most 
tearless ol thrill seekers. 

Hoover directed and produced the. much- 
acclaimed saga of Ihc American Biceiiiennlal 
Expedition to Everest, currently up for an 
Emmy award. 

With Hoover tn theSawlootbs, and with him al 
Everest, were nfck flldgcway and Pelcr 
Pilafian, 

Their next major project will l>c anexjiediliDn 
to the Jungles of Venezuela to film Iheallempled 
ascent ot one of the world's tallest rock faces. If 
tlial goes well, they then plan to sail by square- 
rigger to Antarctica, talcc dog sleds 1,000 miles 
Into Uic Interior and climb an 8.000 foot face near 
the South PoIfL 

Pilafian led the ascent on tlic towcrlnt; face. 
Ills goal was to secure a sy^itcm of ropes 
whereby Ihe entire company could lie ferried out 
lo a rock ledge halfway up the cliff lor onc of the 
scenes. With him was Jim Donini, Jack.Mn. 
Wyo„ climbing guide, the first man ever to 
climb Torre Eger and one of Ihc few "to climb 
Ccrro Tora-. both In the Alps ol sparsely 
populated Pata[;onia al llie extreme southern tip 
of South America. 

As Hoover's (jroup reached the top of the 
scree, lie dispatched Rldgcway and Yo-wniKe 
rescue ranger Bev Jolin.son, self-proclaimed 
stunt human, lo explore the canyons leading up 
toward tlie peaks for sunny, accessible faces to 
film on. 

In the film, a super-macho Instructor leads an 
outward-bound type group into the mounalns lo 
learn wilderness skills, liy pushing too hard, he 
endangers himself and all his younR charges. 
During a difficult climb, he makes a serious 



error, stranding the entire group. Stedman ( who 
el.w?) comes to the rescue.

With the aid of a hanies.'v 
beneath his clolhcs, exlendlnft from chest lo 
nnkle, he plunged earthward, only to he sloppMi 
short of obllvtnn by a rope around his fool .

Nutritioh education academic orphan' 



WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Americans continue to snack 
and dine themselves Into 
obesity and III health because 
nutrition education Is an 
academic orplian, somcllmca 
idrcarlly and unimaginatively 
presented, according* to ex- 
perts In the field. 

Several witnesses testifying 
at a House hearing Tuesday 
seemed to agree inut change 
can come only through on as 
yet undefined coordinated 
effort bringing togellier the (70 
million tlic government spends 
on feeding programs, outside 
academic expertise and 



pressure on the $2S0 billion 
food industry. 

_,,Lynn- Parker, a nutritionist 
with the Food Research and 
Action Center, a Wasliinglon- 
based public Interest group, 
said nutrition education has 
been isolated (o such a degree 
that most teachers leave It to 
someone else, and It doesn't 
get done. 

In addition, she said, It' Is 
often "out of touch with Uic 
realiUcs of Uie lives of people it 
tries to educate." She cited 
"dreary, onc^olor nutrition 
education pamphlets" which 
pale beside the full color rusli 



of food Industry ads. 

Dr. Therman Evans, 
national director o( Operation 
PUSH, said the federal 
government la responsible for 
allowing Industry "through Uic 
media lo promote and foster 
eating habits that have 
created and maintain millions 
ofjunkfoodjunkies." 

He said the federal nulrlllon , 
effort "needs to be cen- 
tralized" and an education 
campaign started to reach 
consumers wiiere Uiey ore.

The bearing of the House 
Agriculture subcommittee on 
domestic marketing, con- 
sumer relations and nutrition 
also heard calls from several 
witnesses for restraints on the 
way foods arc promoted in the n 
marketplace. 

Rep. Jam(*Scheuer, R-NY.. 
suggested thai itie regulatory 
agencies, set tlielr policies In 
such a way as to at least en- 
courage "equal time" TV 
spots for nourishing foods. 

Nutrition activist Robert 
Choate. continuing his long- 



standing criticism of TV 
commercials aimed at 
children, said public interest 
groups have been distributing 
pro-nutrition "counter-ads" to 
broadcasters, "but there's no. 
guarantee they won't be sliown 
wticn the baseball game Is 
r aine d out or at I a.m."

Wheat prices 
are iow nnd producllon Is down 
due io Uie drougtit — and Uils 
means growers arc spending 
less and merchants arc ringing 
upfewcrsalcs." 

."Jnrfiehl-sald-growcrs .must., 
apply for Uie payments at 
county . offices of the 
Agricultural Stablllalibn and 
Can.scrvatlon Service. He said 
payments would be made late 
in November or early In 
December. 

Tlie economist said the 
entire economy of Idaho 
stioi)ld benefit from the 
payments, but Uic economic 
upsurge may be most marked 
In six counties. Each of those
